Selieme to Evade the In­ 
terstate Commerce Law. 


CONSOLIDATION 
SUGGESTED. 


Traffic C ontract Made Between 
the Southern Pacific and 
Mexican Central.

S a n F r a n c is c o , February 2 .— A cir­ 
cular addressed to the executive heads 
of the leading railroads of this coast 
is said to have made its api>ea ance 
lately, dated from Chicago. It un­ 
folds a gigantic scheme for overcom­ 
ing the prohibitory provisions of the 
Interstate Commerce law. The man 
who oriuinatod the plan is said to he 
a former conimissioner of a traffic pool 
which has had its wings clipped by 
the now law. He suirgests ihat all the 
leading railroads of the country shall 
consolidate under one management to 
bo called a “ Trust” or “ Railroad 
Clearing House,” or by any other 
comprehensive 
title, 
by 
which 
means competition between the rival 
companies would bn killed and the 
railroads would again return to the old 
high rate basis 
of transportation 
charges. The circular is addressed 
to the executive heads of the different 
lines for the reason that the traffic 
officials would not hear to the propo-. 
sition, as it would involve a curtail­ 
ment of their powers. The plan in­ 
cludes a power to appoiqt a Secretary, 
Treasmer and other officials, who 
should have their headquarters in a 
central loca’ion, 
and 
w Iiq ., should 
firactically have charge, of all the 
arge railway systems of the country, 
the present managers being reduced 
to the position 
of 
subordinates. 
Under the existing condition ot affairs 
it is claimed th*t many flue railroad 
properties are gradually being forced 
to the wall in the struggle for unre- 
mnnerative business.

drawn up some weeks ago by officials 
of the two companies and to-day Gen­ 
eral Traffic Manager J. 0. Stubbs, 
who is now in the East, telegraphed 
to Col. Fred Crocker and General 
Manager Towne that a definite agree­ 
ment had been reached with the 
Mexican Central.

S a n t a R o s a , February 2 .— Nothing 
particular occurred during the third 
day’s trial of thq,Morrow case to dis­ 
tinguish it from the preceding days, 
save an exhaustive argument as to 
the admissibility of circumstantial 
evidence and 
the evidenco of an 
ulleged co-conspirator to prove the 
existence of conspiracy. The prosecu­ 
tion contended Ihat the testimony of 
M. Doane proved the existence of a 
conspiracy between McCord. Nor they, 
Doane and Morrow to corrupt the jury 
in tho 
right case. The argument 
occurred over a question as to whether 
Doane had been fined $500 for con­ 
tempt of Court for attempting to bribe 
a juror. The jury was excused dur­ 
ing the discussion, and the same con­ 
tinued to the noon recess. 
The defense did not contest the 
validity of the admissibility of cir­ 
cumstantial evidence, but contended 
that such evidence could not be ad­ 
duced by the prosecution to show tin* 
existence Of a conspiracy to bribe 
Juror Allen or Quirk. In the ind ct- 
ment tho defendant is onlv charged 
with being concerned in an attempt to 
bribe Juror Woods, and not with an 
attempt at bribery or beiug a con- 
spiiator for the corruption of any 
juror except Woods. 
The prosecution sought to prove 
that Morrow had paid Donne's fine, 
and the expenses of the trial, also 
that the fines of Northey and Creigh­ 
ton had been paid at the sume time. 
The court took tho question uuder 
advi-ement until the afternoon ses­ 
sion. The objection was sustained 
and all 
the 
te-timoDy 
concern­ 
ing Creighton and Doane connected 
in 
the bribery was not allowed 
to be given under the ruling. In re­ 
marks made subsequent to the ruling 
of the court the prosecution stated 
that it was considerably hampered in 
this trial of the case 
Northey who was brought up from 
jail refused to be sworn on the - same 
ground as stated vesterday. He was 
adjudged guilty of contempt of coart, 
fined $500, and remanded to the cus­ 
tody of the sheriff. The only wit­ 
nesses examined were Watson, Bige­ 
low, Ackerman, and Allen.

Mrs. Farrington testified that she 
had been away from homo and re­ 
turned about half past four tho after­ 
noon before the killing, and saw 
Reardon chopping wood at the back 
of her house.

Tariff Reform Discussed by 
Kenna and Sherman. 


INTKEESTING 
ARGUMENTS.

W a s h in g t o n , February 2.—At 2 
o’clock to-day Senator Kenna secured 
the floor to reply to thq tariff speech 
of Senator Sherman. ^.11 the circum­ 
stances, he said, justified the belief 
that the speech was exhaustive of the 
resources of the Senator from Ohio 
and of the party of which he was a 
leading representative which could be 
invoked in criticism of the President’s 
message. He had treated the large 
and growing treasury surplus as a 
matter neither requiring attention nor 
justifying apprehension. 
Sherman 
had garbled the 
woids which he 
quoted 
from 
President 
Jefferson 
so as to 
justify 
his 
own opin­ 
ion. Jefferson solemnly invoked a 
change in the organic law of the land 
to avert the danger of a surplus. 
General Jackson, Daniel Webster and 
_ succession of Republican Presi­ 
dents and Secretaries of the Treasury, 
had shared the apprehension expressed 
by 
President Cleveland. 
Senator 
Sherman protested mest vigorously 
against the President’» declaring that 
internal revenue should not be done 
away with. In 1867 Senator Sherman 
himself bad expressed much the same 
opinion as he now so severely criti­ 
cises, and in 1870 and in 1882 he 
had eloquently and : jroibly main­ 
tained much the same iews. Senator 
Shérman had charged hat the Treas­ 
ury surplus was due to he President’s 
failure to exercise his legal functions 
This charge was based mainly on ihe 
fact that the President opposed ship­ 
ping subsidies. Upon such criticism 
the. President could well afford to 
meet the issue. 
Senator Kenna then proceeded to a 
disensión in detail of 


TH E EFFECT U FO » THE REVENUE 
And upon domestic interests of a ju­ 
dicious revision of the tariff, dispu­ 
ting almost every economic proposi­ 
tion advanced by Sheridan, and main 
taining that the President’s sugges­ 
tion paved the way not only to relief 
from i he burdensome taxations and 
excessive revenue, but also to in­ 
creased prosperity, and the correction 
of innumerable evils without disre­ 
gard for any of the established inter­ 
ests of the country. And yet when 
the President of the United St tes,

can organizations as frivolous in his 
action and bent on destruction. Both 
the benefits and burdeus of our system 
ot taxaiion should be distributed fair­ 
ly. 
On 
that 
system 
both 
in 
ernal and external taxation should 
be treated as a whole. 
The 
tax 
on 
tobacco 
would, 
he had no 
doubt, be reduced, or wholly repealed 
Iron, coal, wood and other products 
of labor, care and enterprise would not 
be sacrificed. They would staDd sub­ 
ject to their fair share in the benefits of 
whatever 'lie system might be as re­ 
vised, and bearing their fair share of 
the burdens of 
the common lot 
There was ample room for a reduction 
of the existing taxes without violence 
to any interests. 
The Democratic 
party had never been an euemy to 
labor, and labor would find under its 
control of the government a fair and 
8 cure reward, but monopoly, fortified 
and entrenched behind twenty or 
inore years of Republican exaction 
and misrule, would have to go. The 
question before the United States at 
this time is a bare reference of 
too President’s message.

SHERMAN RESPONDS. 
General Sherman said 
tnat his 
friend from West Virginia had pro­ 
claimed the fact that the ranks of the 
Democratic party were closed and 
that a distinct isane was to be pre­ 
sented to the people. The Democratic 
party had been in possession of the 
House of Representatives for more 
than ten years and not a single 
affirmative proposition or measure as 
to the tariff question had been pro 


sentod to the judgment of the Ameri­ 
can people. If (he Democratic party 
had closed up its ranks and there was 
to be a fair and manly contest be­ 
tween the two parties on this great 
public question he would be de­ 
lighted, but he did not believe 
ttiat an ixsue would be presented. 
Let tho Democratic ranks be closed; 
let its proposition to reduce taxation 
be presented and the Republican par­ 
ty would be found with its old ranks 
unbroken rendy t> accept the issue 
and let it go to the people. But for the 
Senator from West Virginia to assail 
him for having expressed views of ten 
or twenty years ago which appeared to 
be different from those he expressed 
to-day, was rather a small hole to creep 
out o?.

But if he had not done so under the 
changed 
conditions 
and circum­

seat in the Senate. It was on the bill 
to repeal the internal revenue tax 
(in 1867) that he had made the re­ 
mark that the taxes most willingly 
paid were those on spirits, beer and 
tobacco. So they were then, so they 
are to-day; but, within the last few 
years, complaint had come, mainly 
from the Southern States against the 
tax on tobacco. It came from the

Loa Angeles is soon to have another 
railroad * hioh will open np a most 
important section of the country and 
prove of benefit in m any ways not 
nace sary to mention. A portion of 
the road is now being constructed and 
articles of incorporation were filed 
paaterday for the remainder. 
For some tim e past graders have 
been hard at work grading the line oi 
the new road between Carleton and 
Anaheim, and abont two miles of the 
distance between those towns is now 
complete and ready for the rails. The 
name of this road, which is to be 
a narrow gauge, is the Anaheim. 
Olinda and Pomona Railroad, and it 
will ran from Alimitos Bay to Ana­ 
heim and through the Olinda ranch 
to Carleton, and on to Pomona, the 
entire distance from the com pan \ ’s 
torminal at Alimitos Bay, being about 
twenty*six miles. 
I t was the intention first to build 
the road from Carleton to Anaheiiu 
and Alimotos Bay, though th e part 
from Anaheim to Alimitos Bay wa 
not have been con trueted until the 
road from Anaheim to Carleton was 
ready for traffic, the object being to 
(e t the Olinda Ranch opened as soon 
as possible to the public. 
Mr. Rich­ 
ard Gird, of the Chino Ranch was 
also building a road from Ontario 
through the Ohino and Olinda ranches 
to a point on the coaBt. 
When the 
management of both railroads saw 
what the other intended doing, they 
made overtures to combine their roads 
and operate them together. 
This 
scheme 
was 
especially 
de­ 
sirable, 
as 
Mr. 
Records, 
Pre.-i- 
dent of the Anaheim, 
Olinda & 
Pomona Road owned part of the cañ­ 
ón through which he would have to 
pass to get to Pomona, and Mr. Gird 
owned the other part through which 
he would have to pass to get to the 
coast. Not only do these gentlemen 
desire to combine and build from the 
coast to Pomona, bat they also desire 
to build to Riverside, San Bernardino 
and Colton. The latter part of the 
•chem e however, has not been finally 
decided upon. 
Now, in con junction 
with the two roads already mentioned 
which may be here after considered as 
one, ' hough the negotiations have not 
as yet, been finally settled, comes a 
schem -»to.build a road from Carleton 
to Los Angelas. 
In fact, articles of 
incorpora'ion for such a road were 
drawn up and íd shape to be filed yes­ 
terday. 
The name of this road is to be the 
“ Loa Angeles, Carleton and Eastern 
R . K. Co.,” and will be built as a 
standard narrow-guage road. 
Leav­ 
ing Carleton, the line will run along 
the foot of the Puente hills, passing 
through 
W hittier, 
and 
swinging 
into this city at the southeastern 
lim its, and, running by the side of 
sanja No. 7, come to a stop on the W. 
H . Workman tract, near First street, 
where negotiations for term inal facili­ 
ties have been opened, and are now 
in a fair way to be closed satisfactorily 
to all parties concerned. The man­ 
agers of the road state positively 
that 
the 
rates 
for 
freight and 
passenger 
traffic 
over 
their 
linee will be very cheap and of much 
benifit to the surrounding country. 
W hile the road is to be a narrow gauge 
one the equiements will be of the very 
best pattern, with coaches, engines, 
etc., that will assure safety and speed 
in transporta ion. 
The object 
in 
building the line on a narrow-gauge 
pattern, is for the reason that it can 
be built for about two-thirds the cost 
of a broad gauge road. Grading on 
the line from Chino Ranch toward 
Carleton is now progressing at the 
rate of about a half a mile a day while 
cm th e part between Anaheim and 
Carleton it is proceeding more Blowly.

Our fellow-townsmen doctors Wal­ 
ter Lindley and J. P. Widney have 
published a neat little >4>lume which 
they have called “‘California of the 
South.” It may seem an ungracious 
act to open with an adverse criticism 
on this patiiotic effort on the part of 
our fellow-citizens; but it is hard to 
avoid the reflection that a simpler 
form of the phrase would have furn­ 
ished us with a more appropriate 
name. 
“ South California” has come 
to be pretty generally recognized as 
the proper appellation for this region. 
The book is 
divided into three 
parts, the first of which is on the Clima­ 
tology of the Coast. In this particu­ 
lar reference is had to the climate of 
our own section, and that with espe­ 
cial attention to its bearings on health 
and disease. The ethnological influen­ 
ces of climate are also treated with 
much elaboration. This portion of 
the work is from the pen of Dr. Wid­ 
ney. In the second part Dr. Lindley 
tells tourist how to get to Los Angeles 
and other points in South California, 
and 
w hat 
they 
will 
find, 
what to see and where to see it, 
when they get hero. The counties 
of South California are dealt with 
separately and in some detail. This 
part of the work is indeed á guide 
book. The book closes with articles 
by “ several hands,” as the old book­ 
makers used to say. These treat of 
our lands and their products; the trees, 
shrubs and flowers of this section; 
petroleum, oranges, public schools, 
profits of fruit-growing, etc., etc. The 
little volume is a very neat thing in 
every respect. People living here will 
find in it an excellent present to send 
to friends in the Fast. It will cer­ 
tainly result in calling increased at­ 
tention to our marvelously matchless 
land.

An enortnous quantity of water floWB 
. into the Mediterranean sea, for a half 
dozen European rivers contribute to 
it, and the Atlantic ocean also dis­ 
charges its waters into this sea. And 
yet. owing to the hot, dry winds 
which sweep across from the sandy 
wastes of Africa, the evaporation is 
very great and keeps the sea frotn 
overflowing its banks. This should 
teach us that even nature abhors a 
surplus. 
Nothing can lje more pleasant than 
a winter of cruising on this great sea 
on board a high-priced yacht, and 1 
often wonder why so many poor peo­ 
ple in New York should stay indoors 
and suffer all winter when they ought 
to go out and get the air of refinement 
which yachting on the Mediterranean 
alone can bring. The trouble with 
poor people is that they demote too 
much time to getting something to 
eat. Eating is not all that we live for. 
We should give a part of each year to 
travel, I think, for it broadens the 
mental vision and gives one a haughty 
and disdainful air, which nothing but 
European travel or braking on an ele­ 
vated train can bring. 
1 would rather be roadmaster oí a 
good yaclrt on the Mediterranean than 
to live upstairs in New York. 
We visited Milan not long ago. It 
is an inland town, whose southern 
wall is washed by the Oloma river. 
Otherwise the place is entirely on- 
laundried. Milan, pronounced Me- 
laun by bearing hard on the last, syl­ 
lable, is a railroad center in northern 
Italy. 
It is eight miles in circumfer­ 
ence, and ha» ramparts round it. Mi­ 
lan points with pride to her ramparts. 
I often think that New York would 
invite more visitors from abroad if 
she had a better line of ramparts. 
There she sits in the eye of the world 
with her graceful Hoboken gondolas 
skimming the turbid wave, her feet 
are bathed by the waters of East 
river, one of the most stately streams, 
I think, that ever lay outdoors, and 
yet New York hasn’t got a rampart to 
her beach. 
The architecture of Milan embraces 
many types, but a good deal of it is 
mediaeval, with a roof of the same. 
Florence, however, has some palaces 
that aro medite valer than those of 
Milan, I think. Milan used to have 
240 churches, but 117 of them did 
not pay and were suppressed by 
Maria Theresa and Joseph II. Since 
that other churches that were doing 
well a few centuries ago huve cea ed 
to attract, and now there are not over 
eighty of the original of the 240, and 
they have no trouble doing the whole 
business. I could have purchased a 
controlling interest in three churches 
here for $17. The cathedral in Milan 
is first-rate in every respect, and is 
doing well. I sometimes think that 
it is foolish for other churches to try 
to compete with a cathedral. Tiiey 
may succeed for a while, but sooner 
or later they will have to acknowl­ 
edge that they cannot keep it up. 
Everywhere we go we find the 
Caucasian race in the ascendant. I 
sometimes think that the blood of the 
Caucasian is more largely red and has 
a wider circulation than any other. 
But this is a deviation from what 1 
was saying. 
The Cathedral was begun in 136(5, 
and worked along toward completion 
till 1805, when Napoleon subscribed 
quite a large sum toward it, and sent 
his teams to haul lumber without 
charging for it. 
Milan is situated in latitude 45.28 
nortli and longitude 9.11 east. There 
are over 270,000 people now living in 
Milan, and the place supports one of 
the most wide-awake and pushing 
cemeteries in Europe. 
Milan has 
also ^ corso, which 1 heard many 
speak of in the highest terms, though 
I did not go to sec it, fearing it was 
soipe kind of a resort where liquor is 
sold. 
Naples is a pretty good town to 
stand off and look at from the bay. 
It is located on the brow of a hill, 
extending from the Costello del Oro 
to the top of the Capoidinonte, and, 
ranged around the semi-circular hills 
as it is, reminds me forcibly of Toinp- 
kinsville, Staten Island. 
The newer streets of Naples are 
quite pretty, and extend for several 
miles out beyond the town like those 
of Fargo, Dak., where sidewalks eev- 
eral hundred miles in extent were 
built at the expense of the county. 
In this way Fargo had sidewalks that 
extended in every direction through 
the neighboring farms, and the coun­ 
ty paid for them. Fargo has been 
striving ever since to live up to her 
sidewalks. Aside from this there is 
little similarity between Naples and 
Fargo. The old streets of Naples are 
narrow and crooked, and the houses 
are so high that a ripe pomegranate 
dropped from the roof on the plug iiat 
of a passing tour¡3t is permanently 
impaired and the hat prostrated. 
Neapolitan people formerly used 
the 
Toledo, a street now 
called 
the Roma, for a kitchen, dressing- 
room, bathroom, front hall and storm 
door. Here they ate, drank, slept, 
dressed and undressed their children, 
washed, ironed, 
quarreled, 
sung, 
starved, begged, died, roasted chest­ 
nut sand prepared their macearon i and 
lazzaroni for the American market. 
Naples claims to be the leading laz­ 
zaroni vineyard of the world. 
We try 
to imitate her in New York, but we 
fail. We have poverty enough in 
New York, and fluent, extemporane­ 
ous beggars, as well as more or less 
disease, but we have not been ab e, 
so far, to unite our poverty and dis­ 
ease in such a way as to successfully 
imitate the picturesquo lazzaroni of 
the East. Our peoplo in America are 
poo robust and our invalids are too 
many of them wealthy. So long as it 
is that way Europe and Asia will do 
our Iszzaroni business in spite of all 
we can do to prevent it. 
We can get up a fair specimen to 
look at, but it lacks age and the air of 
travel as well as the pleasing mal­ 
formations peculiar to the lazzaroni 
briganterie of the Old 
World. 
I 
sometimes think that the reasou 
Naples so long retained her supremacy 
over other cities in this line was 
largely due to the stimulation result­ 
ing from the close competition be­ 
tween Vesuvius and the local talent 
of the lazzaroni in the matter of erup 
tions. 
Naples was at one time county seat 
of the dukedom, but there wa* no call 
for a dukedom in that partof the coun­ 
try, so it was succeeded by a dynasty. 
The Suabiau dynasty was successful 
And made money rapidly. There was 
a good deal of suffering among the 
l>o r people, but the dynasty did well 
and accumulated considerable prop­ 
erty. 
When Charles III. entered Naples 
in 1734 he is said to have found 30,000 
thiev s. They bad stolen everything 
but Vesuvius and were getting 30,000 


and is supported by people who come 
here to seo Vesuvius vomit fire, smoke 
and melted matter called lava. The 
population of Naples is nearly half a 
million, but the annual rainfall I have 
been unable to obtain. If I can find 
out in time I will send it in my next 
letter. If you wish to send me the 
mone v for this piece and hold the art­ 
icle till 1 can ascertain what the rain­ 
fall is 3 on m*y do so.

Livingston said in his “Last Jour­ 
nals” that the well-disposed explorer 
who givse the natives time to get a 
liltle acquainted with him will, as a 
rule, have no trouble with them. 
Yoang De Brazza found how true were 
the words of the great traveler. When 
he harried bis march he found before 
him deeerted villages or savages in 
arms. Feeling hie way along more 
■lowly, the timid natives had time to 
■todv the intruder and learn his in­ 
tentions. Most of them, he says, 
asks nothing better than to see white 
men among them. He was surprised 
by the rapidity with which news trav­ 
els in these forests. If, on leaving a 
village, he gave a present to an infant, 
all the babies of the next village 
would be oat to welcome him. If the 
k fell to a young girl or an old 
all the maidens or aged fe- 
_ 
• would flock aronnd him at the 
next settlement. When the explorers 
were tired of showing their compass, 
they had only to spread the rumor 
that “the fetich which points out the 
road” was sick in the bottom of a box, 
to be spared further annoyance. 
De Braua traveled nearly two hun 
dred miles before t be nati - es seriously 
opposed bis advance. 
The Ocota, 
though hundreds of them mingle with 
tribes near the Ogawee to procure the 
Whiteman’s wares,objected to his prés­ 
anos in their country. Native wars, 
too, were raging all around, and every 
stop in advance cost great patienc* 
ana much merchandise. The Ocota 
villages ware very numerous, and 
some of them contained thousands of 
people. 
One day a furious lemale 
eeleed a *oat of the exploring party, 
pretending that it had eaten a pullet 
belonging to her. Nothing could ap­ 
pease her. 
The natives gathered 
angrily around. De Brazza called the 
chief, took the goat by force from the 
woman, killed it, and soon convinced 
the natives that the stomach con­ 
tained no pullet. The outcry was si­ 
lenced, and the chief pre.-euted an­ 
other goat to his visitor to make good 
his lues. The Ocota live in the vast 
wooded regions that, beginning near 
the Nile, extends across the continent 
to the Atlantic.—[New Yoik Sun.

is a problem in a school room of more 
consequence than any ever set down 
in Euclid. 
Even the bay and girl 
anxious, ready and willing to be 
taught requires a care and watching, 
the importance of which few parents 
com prehend. For this reason I say, 
how im portant is it that tne study of 
hum an nature 
be 
carefully 
and 
thoughtfully pursued. The child at 
its m other’s knee, 
in its father’s 
arm s, is moulded into character of 
kindness, cruelty and 
a hundred 
phases and characteristics, but in the 
schoolroom the man or woman to a 
greater or less extent is made. The 
future of most men has there been 
fixed. 
A teacher may be a cultured 
scholar, yet when she is ushered 
into the presence of innocence there 
is a tb lili oi revolt and every little 
heart responds to it. Another, though 
not a great scholar, yet knows how to 
draw the little ones and warm tlieir 
hearts in the heat of her own soul. 
All she has to im part is quickly ob­ 
served, like the sparkling dew-drop 
on the heart of a new-biowu rose. 
Unless the respect and confidence of 
the pupil can be gained the intellec: 
cannot be properly guided. If this 
knack is not possessed by a teacher 1 
would not give much for her or him.

THE ROSE CASE. 


O l i n r g c i l w i t h C r i m i n a l A s s a u l t 
o n ,1 1 » . s p e c lit . 
The case 
of Thom as H . Bose, 
charged with an assault with intent to 
commit rape upon Mrs. Emma Specht, 
Came up before Judge Cheney yester­ 
day for trial. Considerable time was 
occupied in securing tlio following 
jurym en: 
A. Kercheval. J. A. Sher­ 
man, B. F. Chamberlain, A. L. T hur­ 
man, A. Sutton, C. M. Bell, T. W. 
Ellis, J. L. Mansfield, Jas. D. Ott, 
J. D. McDonald, J . W. Drown, T. Ü. 
Anderson. 
Mrs. Em ma Speclit, the alleged 
subject of the crime, testified th at iu 
September last in company with her 
husband she emigrated from the State 
of Illinois to California, taking up 
their residence in a tent in the suburbs 
of 
Pasadena, 
where 
her 
husband 
supported 
them 
by 
working a t the carpenter bminess, 
The witness seemed much em bar­ 
rassed and it was with difficulty that 
the story of hoi alleged assault was 
obtained. 
Several tim es she flatly 
contradicted herself. 
She stated that 
on the morning of the 8th of last 
November, Ko-e came to the tent and 
asked for the loan of a hatchet. 
“ 1 
gave it to him , and in about half an 
hour ho returned and laid it on the 
wood pile. This w as about 10 o’clock. 
In about half an hour he came hack. 
1 was pitting on u trunk iu the ten' 
doing some sewing. 
Ho came in, 
walking up to me, grabbed me and 
threw me backward* over the trunk 
and attem pted to remove my gar­ 
ments. I s:ruggled with him for a 
mom ent, when he became alarmed ami 
left. I saw no more of him until about 
2 o’clock in the afternoon. 1 was some 
distance from our tent, which is a 
quarter of a mile to the nearest house, 
when I saw him coming toward me. 
I ran to the tent and tied the opening 
with some string*. 
He came and 
crawled under the canvas. 
I ordered 
him to leave, but instead of doing so 
lie again grabbed me and threw me on 
the bed. 
I screamed for help three 
times. 
1 must have been struggling 
with him for fifteen minutes when a 
Chinam an came and looked in. 
Rose 
then left the tent.” 
King Lee testified th a t he saw Rose 
going to the tent about 2 o’clock and 
soon afterwards as he was passing, 
heard a voice saying oh, oh, oh. 
Ho 
went to the tent and saw the prison­ 
er, who he identified and Mrs. Spe< h t 
in the bed. They were not strugel ng, 
neither were the cries loud. 
When 
Mrs. Specht saw him she called, “ Oh 
John come and help m e.” 
Rose then 
got up and left the tent. 
The husband was introduced, but 
testified to no material facts. The 
case was continued until this morning 
when it will be given to the jury.

came up Buena Vista street, and as I 
passed a house or saloon, a man came 
ou' of the door and paid : ‘Good even­ 
ing Mrs. H empstead.’ I turned around 
and answered th at I did not know 
him. 
‘Oh. I know your husband, 
Mrs. H ampstead, and I know you are 
in w ant; come in and I will lend you 
money.’ 
I went in, thinking every­ 
thing was all right, and trusting in the 
man. 
He treaied me to a couple of 
glasses of claret, and after that I be­ 
came unconscious. 
I awoke about I 
o'clock anil found myself lying on a 
bed in a room where there were four 
more cots.

Preliminary Examination 
in the Justice Court. 
8T0BT OK THE MCRDER 
Told by the Various Witnesses Be­ 
fore Justice Austin—Conrt- 
Rooin Scenes. 


Yesterday morning Justice Austin’s 
court room was crowded to its utmo3t 
capacity, as on the day previous, long 
before the hour set for Anschlag’s ex­ 
amination. As early os 0 a. m. the 
neats were filled with persons deter­ 
mined to fully gratify their curiosity 
by a look at the self-confessed mur 
derer. When the time 10:30 finally did 
arrive, there was a crowd sufficient to 
have filled the Opera house in the 
court room, hall and in the street. At 
10:40 a. m. Anschlag, acccompanied 
by the same escort of officers as on 
Wednesday, entered the court soon 
by the witness chamber door and 
took the same position in the prison­ 
er's dock. He appeared in the same 
long black Prince Albert coat, but 
as an addition wore acleau red-striped 
collar with points broken down. He 
carried the same low crowned Derby 
bat nervously in his right hand, which 
he retained first in one hand, then the 
other during the whole forenoou. 
Upon the case being called, Mr. 
McGregor stated to the court that he 
wished to have the name of 8. M. 
Peyton entered as associate counsel 
in the case. Mr. Pevton informed the 
court that in view of the fact that he 
had but recently entered into the case 
and that neither he nor his associate 
were able to ascertain sufficient facts 
to make a proper defense, as it ap­ 
peared to be extremely difficult to 
get 
at the evidence on 
ac­ 
count of excitement, etc., of the 
peoplo who were witnesses, they 
would waive examination and would 
make no defense. The Court replied 
that in the absence of any affidavit 
alleging grounds feu- a continuance he 
would be obliged to order the trial to 
proceed. 
During these preliminaries Anschlag 
seemed quite at case, glancing about 
the room, but not once turning his 
face toward the andience. However, 
he betrayed a slight nervousness, and 
his face colored deeply when Constable 
Smith and Marshal lnsley brought in 
several sacks containing the garments 
of the murdered couple, the keg and 
board found on the grave, the axe and 
hatchet with which the foul deed was 
supposed to have been committed, a 
C'ece of the blood-stained wagon- 
id, the bloody overalls, a la­ 
dies' hand bag and cloak, and 
various other articles belonging to the 
deceased, all of which they piled up 
in the corner jost to the right and in 
front of the accused murderer. As 
the men passed through the room and 
before the Judge’s chair there was a 
momentary hush which was almost 
painful, as if the funeral cortege or 
train was passing instead of the bloody 
garments of Mr. and Mrs. Hitchcock. 
During this procedure Detective Metz- 
ler addressed some whispered remarks 
to Anschlag, and in reply he pointed 
to the heap in the corner, and as he 
did so his hand trembled perceptibly. 
Throughout the examination he main­ 
tained the same expression of indiffer­ 
ence, his lip3 frequently moving as if 
conversing with himse f. 
o rris WITH AM 
Was the first witness callod who be­ 
ing sworn testified: 
I reside at Garden Grove in this 
county five miles southwest of Ana­ 
heim, I knew Chas. B. Hitchcock in 
his lifetime. 1 last saw him alive a 
week ago last Sunday night I. next 
saw him where he was buried about 
three*forth8 of a mile southwest of 
Dr. Heads place. The Doctor lives 
five and one-half miles northeast of 
£anta Ana. The place where he was 
-buried was less than an eighth of a 
mile from the road. I saw the de­ 
ceased there one week ago to day. I 
was called to look at the deceased 
when in the grave. I got down in the 
grave and dug in the straw and 
found 
Mrs. 
Hitchcock’s hand. 
I then 
dug for 
their 
faces 
and found Mrs. Hitchcock’s face 
first. I next found her husband. 
There were several neighbors present. 
I found a quantity of straw over Mr. 
Hitchcock’s face and then dirt. Mrs. 
Hitchcock's hair was pulled over her 
face. The coat worn by deceased was 
a gray checkered coat. I did not no­ 
tice the bodies closely until we took 
them from the grave. I then made 
an examination and found Mr. Hitch­ 
cock’s throat was cut and his head 
crushed. I saw no blood. When I 
first got there Mr. King and two other 
parties, also an employe of the West­ 
ern Union Telegraph Company were 
present. 
A diagram 
was here 
submitted, to witness, of the grave 
where the bodies were found. 1 was 
present at the Coroner’s imjuost and 
at the burial. I know nothing of the 
alleged homicide. I also examined 
the body of Mrs. Hitchcock. 1 found 
a large wound on the right side of the 
head an inch wide and two and a half 
inches long: it appeared to be about 
half an inch deep. 
Cross-examination by Mr. Peyton- 
I was not thr first to discover the 
grave. There were three persons 
there when 1 arrived. I was in search 
of the bodies at the time, having star­ 
red out about 1 p. m. on that day. It 
It was about 5 o’clock when we made 
the discovery. 
J. S. KING, 
Being sworn, testified: I live in Gar- 
4cn Grove and have known Mr. and 
Mrs. Hitchcock for ten years. Mr. 
Bowlsbey, Mr. Quillin and myself 
found the grave where they were bur­ 
ied. It was about three miles from 
•Banta Ana. It was about seventy 
yards from the road. As we were re­ 
to ring from the search on Thursday a 
week ago aud were searching about in 
the weeds, we noticed some straw 
and upon going up we found it cov­ 
ered fresh 
dirt. 
There were 
also fresh wagon 
tracks 
near 
by. 
We 
got off our wagon 
and after digging in in the soft earth 
a foot or so discovered a human hand. 
We at once went back to Garden 
■Qrove for a spade. We continued to 
dig and soon unearthed a shoulder, 
then the whole body of Mrs. Hitch­ 
cock. [A board was here identified 
by the witness as one similar t> the 
one found in the grave.] We told 
Mr. Foot to go to Garden Grove and 
notify the people. When he got ba«k 
we had the dirt all removed from 
bodies Mr. Hitchcock had his throat 
out, his jaw broken and his skull 
completely crushed. His wife had 
One side of her head mashed and 
mutilated. The deceased lived in 
Garden Grove. I do not know An- 
echlag, except that I saw him 
neveral times in Garden Grove. 


I saw him at the postoffice one day. 
I also saw him pass our place about 
six davs before we found Mr. and 
Mrs. Hitchcock. 
Cross examination—We commenced 
to search for the bodies at 1 p . m . on 
Thursday. There were three of 
searching when the discovery was 
made. We were drivingj about in a 
spring wagon. The grave was about 
seventy yards from the main road 
leading from Westminster to Santa 
Ana. One could easily have seen the 
straw on the grave from the ro.id. I 
examined the wagon belonging to Mr. 
Hitchcock on Wednesday prior. We 
found blood under the bed on a cross­ 
bar and on the front. 
Re-direct examination—Mr. Hitch­ 
cock had his boo s on when found. 
His wife had one shoe. We found the 
other in the grave. 
1)R. CHARLES II. BALI. 
Testified: I reside at Santa Anna. I 
assisted in holding a po3t mo tem ex­ 
amination on the bodies. I found that 
deceased had been dead about five 
days. In the examination 1 found on 
the right side of Mr. Hitchcock’s neck 
a wound two inches in length, three 
inches below the ear. It had severed 
the large artery—carotid artery. On 
the jaw I found an abrasion. On the 
head, three inches above the ear,back 
of the eye, was a deep cut; a second 
on the left side, one and a half inches 
long and neatly as wide; another just 
above the ear about the same length : 
fourth, scalp wound on the back of 
the head. The parietal sutures were 
broken by a circular wound and 
all the top of the skull was fractured 
into fragments. I should say the 
wounds were inflicted with a blunt 
and moderately sharp instrument. 
Tha wouud on the throat severed the 
right caroted artery : that on the right 
side of the head and the two on the 
left side of the head were fatal 
wounds. A person could not live over 
five or ten minutes after the infliction 
of a wound the same as that on the 
neck of the deceased. The wounds 
the head would have I think, 
caused almost instantaneous death. 
I also made an examination of Mrs. 
Hitchcock’s body and found two 
wounds on the neck on the left side. 
incised wound about one inch 
long. I did not consider it a fatal 
one. A little below this was a large 
one about three inches deep, severing 
the windpipe and dividing the 
spinal cord between the third 
aud fourth vertebra. 
A third 
wound on the right side of the 
head broke the skull and severed the 
brain coverings; a fourth on the op­ 
posite side about an inch long also 
penetrated to the brain, a fifth on the 
top of the head I should think would 
have been fatal; sixth an abrasion on 
right side of the head; seventh ou 
top; eighth just back of left ear; 
nearly all of which would have caused 
almost instant death. In my opinion 
these wounds were inflicted with a 
moderately sharp instrument. They 
might have been made with a hatchet 
or ax. 
Gross examination : I can not very 
well describe all the wounds exactly 
without referring to my notes. 
TOLBRRT QUILLIN 
Testified: I live about a half mile 
from (¿arden Grove. I do not know 
when I saw Air. Hitchcock last, as I 
was not personally acquainted with 
him. I was with Messrs. Balshy and 
King when the bodies were found. 
We found some straw and an old nail 
keg on the grave. We dug down and 
discovered the bodies. King was then 
sent to Garden Grove to secure a 
spade. We ha-1 previously measured 
the tire of the wagon owned by de­ 
ceased and while King was gone we 
measured tracks which we found 
there and found the measures to be 
identical. We had previously exam­ 
ined the wag m and found blood on it. 
When we cleared away the straw 
we found a pair of overalls. I also 
noticed some blood on a small stick. 
We also found a board about five feet 
long. (Witness was here shown a 
board, and identified it as the one 
fouud there.) We found in the grave 
a man and woman. 1 recognized the 
body of the man as that of Mr. Hitch­ 
cock. We also measured the tracks 
of the horses, and found them to cor­ 
respond with a pattern taken from the 
hoofs of Mr. Hitchcock’s hor-es. 
Cross-examinati »n: It was about 1 
m. when we started on the search, 
and we found the bodies about 4 or 5 
M.Ke-direct examination: The over­ 
alls were exhibited to the witness, 
who identified them. 
At this point a recess was taken 
until 1:30 o’clock. 
A fteruoou Se««loii.> 
During the no an hour the court 
room was hardly vacated, for those 
who had been present at the morning 
session were anxious to retain their 
places. They did not appear to have 
any business in the court room, but 
acted as if attracted thither by curios­ 
ity. As the hour for the reopening of 
the case approached the vacant cor­ 
ners in the rear of the room tilled up 
until there was hardly breathiug 
room. Shortly before 2 o'clock Jus­ 
tice Austin called the cou t to order, 
and the examination proceeded. 
Chas. E. Bowlsbey testified that he 
knew Mr. and Mrs’. Hitchcock. He 
was present when the bodies were 
found, and had been one of the par­ 
ties who discovered the grave. Hiere 
was a cloth on the grave, but he no­ 
ticed nothing else 
particularly. 
There 
was 
a 
common red­ 
wood 
board 
on 
the bodies 
when they were found. He had joiued 
in the search for the bodies about 
Thursday at noon, and had seen wagon 
tracks near the place where the bodies 
were found, and had taken their meas­ 
urement. This he compared with the 
wagon owned by the Hitcncocks. He 
had also taken the measurement o> 
the horaes feet, and had found that 
they compared with the tracks. There 
was a peculiarity about on* of tbe 
horses’ feet in which he had noticed 
in the tracks. In digging for the 
bodies he had come across two can» 
and a pair of overalls. There was an 
overshirt also (Both of those were 
shown to the witness, who identi 
fied them.) He did not remember 
whether Mrs. 
Hitchcock’s body 
had shoes on the feet or not. 
There were also two pieces of German 
newspaper in the grave. He had 
measured the wagon because he had 
seen blood on it and on the crossbars 
beneath. 
Cross - examined — Commenced 
searching about 1 o’clock Thurs­ 
day and found the bodi;g about 
4 :30 o'clock. 
Took the bodies 
to Santa Ana. Wag in Santa Ana on 
business and had occasion to go to 
(¿arden Grove, when he heard of the 
disappearance of the Hitchcocks and 
joined in the search. 
W. A. BLIZZARD 
Testified that he resided at Garden 
Grove. He knew Anschlag. First 
saw him at the store on Monday 
morning, when he bought a suit of 
working clothes, consisting of a pair 
of overalls, a jumper and a vest. 
(Shown the clothes ) These were not 
tlie ones he hod sold. On Wednesday, 
the 25th, he sold Anschlag another 


pair of overalls. When Anschlag 
first’ bought the clothes he did not 
seem very particular about the size 
(Shown a pair of blue overalls and 
identified them as the ones purchased 
by Anschlag. Also, shown another 
pair and a blue jumper, which he 
also identified] On Monday Anschlag 
bought a couple of cigars. Ou Tues­ 
day Anschlag drove up to the store, 
having come back from Santa Ana. 
The horses w*re pretty well warmed 
up. A strange man accompanied An­ 
schlag. (Identified Antooe Decker.) 
The men remained in the store about 
three or four minutes ami Anschlag 
bought one or two cigars, saying that 
the ones he bought the day before 
were not good Witness had seen 
Anschlag iu church on Sunday with 
Mr and Mrs. Hitchcock. They were 
introducing Anschlag to some of t heir 
friends. Anschlag did not remain to 
the Sundayischool. although Mr. aud 
Mrs. Hitchcock did. 
EDWARD O. WARE 
Testified that he lived at Garden 
Grove and knew Mr. and Mrs. Hitch­ 
cock. He had first seen Anschlag at 
church on Sunday. He had assisted 
in tbe search for the bodies and had 
seen the wagon, which was bio >dv 
He was prelfcnt when the last boíív 
wagtakenOOtof the grave. [With­ 
drawn.) 
M. A. WARD 
Testified that he lived half way be­ 
tween San a Ana and Garden (¿rove. 
He knew Mr. and Mrs. Hitchc *ck but 
not Anschlag. He had found a couple 
of shovels about four rods from the 
grave (shown and identified the shov­ 
els). They were hidden under some 
hushes and he had found them on 
Sunday. They were together. The 
dirt on them was still wet. 
f. c. bracksrr 
Testified that he resided two and a 
halt miles west of Garden Grove. He 
had known Anschlag since the 9th of 
January, on which date he con­ 
tracted for the purchase of the 
Hitchcock place. 
Anschlag had 
not perfected the purchase to his 
knowledge nor had the deed been 
ma<le so far as he knew. The terms 
of the sale were $8000, $2500 dow n, 
balance iu one and two years at 10 per 
cent. On Tuesday, January 10th, 
witness went in come any with Sun­ 
derland and Anschlag to Mr. Hitch­ 
cock’s place and Anschlag bound tlie 
bargain by paying $25 down. Ou 
Wednesday Anschlag «lid not turn up 
according toapi»ointment and the next 
Monday morning Anschlag said he 
had backed out and did not want the 
Hitchcock pi «ce. On Tuesday the 
17th, after looking around, he decided 
to take the Hitchcock place. He said 
he wanted to go to the Hitchcock's 
alone, and would like to settle the 
commission with the agents himself. 
He wanted to know what the commis­ 
sion was, and witness had told him 
$50. After reaching Santa Ana wit 
ness had gone to Hitchcock’s and had 
told Mr. Hitchcock what had taken 
place. 
O. G. SUXDKRMAN 
Testified that he was the partner of 
Mr. Brackett and knew Anschlag. 
Had seen him first on the 8th of Jan­ 
uary. He had received a note for the 
commission. [Shown note, which he 
identified, and which was translated 
by Emil Harris aud which was for 
$50, payable thirty days from date.] 
In a note to witness Anschlag said: 
“I do not buy this farm on account of 
not having sufficient money on 
hand,” etc. This note was de­ 
livered to him on the morning 
following the day on which the 
bargain was first ma^e. Witness had 
last seen Anschlag on last Thursday 
when he was under arrest at Mr. 
Hitchcock's house. On a previous 
occasion he had identified Anschlag 
at the postoffice when he drew $50 on 
a postal order. Ou Tueeday morning 
witness had seen Anschlag. and h>* 
had told him that Mr. Hitchcock had 
o ne to Santa Ana with him. The 
horses were covered with mud a d 
seemed to have been driven pretty 
hard. 
W. A. BECKETT. 
Testified that he knew Fred Ansch­ 
lag and bad first seen him on the 
9th of January. Trie next time he 
raw him was on the 16th when An­ 
schlag ro le to Garden Grove on horse­ 
back Anschlag then *aia that ho 
would not take the Hitchcock place 
as it ui<I not suit him. Ou the 17th 
Anschlag was driven to Orange to 
look at some places there. On Tues- 
before his arrest Anschlag went into 
witnesses office. 
It was about 9 
o’clock. Witness asked Anschlag if 
Mr. Hitchcock « ame in to Santa Ana, 
and he said he had and that he was 
in town. On Wednesday evening 
witness had gou’e to see Anschlag at 
Mr. Hitchcocks to see the deed, and 
a-ked Anschlag to fih -w it to him. 
Anschlag at first refused, but after­ 
wards brought it out and showed it *0 
him. The deed was a conveyance of 
twenty acres of land at (¡arden (¿rove, 
signed by Mr. Hitchcock. Witness 
a-ked Anschlag if he had paid Hitch­ 
cock fur the place and he said lie hail, 
‘‘right here on the kitchen table, $063 
in gold, $‘J.00 in silver, and the bal- 
anoe ot the $8000 in greenbacks.” 
Anschlag designated the places at the 
table where he stood and where Mr. 
Hitchcock stood when the money was 
paid. He said it was pail ato o’clock 
on Tue-dav morning. He said Mr. 
and Mrs. Hitchcock wanted to go 
away early aud he had taken 
them to Santa Ana. After 
his 
arrest Anschlag stated that they 
had uken no baggage a id he had left 
them near the laylor House at Santa 
Ana. They got out of the wagon aud 
he drove several blocks and hitched 
his horses and went for a walk around 
town until 9 o’clock when he visited 
witnese’s office. 
. J. B. FULKERSON 
Testified 
that 
he 
had 
seen 
Anschlag in his office on Janua y 
21sr, when he had taken the 
acknowledgment of a deed from Mr. 
Hitchcock who had asked him to 
write the deed. (Shown the deed 
which he identified.) Witness gave 
the deed to Mr. Hitchcock who 
carried it a wav with him in his baud. 
While in the office Mr. Hitchcock 
and Anschlag had not con versed about 
the terms of sale. 
y. C. 8MYTII, 
Testified that he had seen An­ 
schlag around Anaheim a few 
days before the murder. The next 
time witness saw him was in the 
Hitchcock house where he was under 
arrest. On Thursday night witness 
had taken Anschlag to Aneheim with 
Mr. Fiulev, and had searched him. 
He found the deed in Anschlag’s 
pocket and also $42 in money, An- 
siffilag had told him that the Hitch­ 
cocks would be in Santa Ana either 
Friday or Saturday and that they had 
gone off on a train. 
Deputy Sheriff, S. J. Finley testified 
that he arrested Anschlag on Tues­ 
day. On Friday witness had told An­ 
schlag that the bodies of the people 
he had killed were found. Anschlag 
said he did not believe they were dead 
for they expected to come back that 
night. 
J. C. GORMI.KY, 
Testified that he had visited the grave 


after the bodies had been taken awav 
anu In searching he came to a small 
pepper tree amf found a pair of blue 
overalls and a jumper (identified the 
clothes). He also picked up, under a 
German newspaper, pieces of a burned 
letter, purporting to have been writ­ 
ten by Mrs. Hitchcock. In the 
pocket of the qverallf, a postal note 
for $1 was found. Witness presented 
a diagram of the locality. He had 
examined the wagon and had seen 
the blood on it. He had also seen a 
fxiol of blood in ttic road about 250 
yards fiom the Hitchcock place. 
T. DUNKLKY, 
Testified that ho had seen a lumber 
wagon standing between the road and 
the pepper tree aliout 7:30 «j’clock in 
the morning. He thought it was 
strange, and watching, he saw a man 
get on the wagou and follow him to­ 
ward Santa Aiiu. IK* could not iden­ 
tify tlie in m, nor could hu tell who 
the team belonged to. the pepper tree 
was about 100 rods from the giave. 
M. R. SW ITZER 
Testified that he saw Anschlag in 
church January 22nd. On Monday 
lie had seen him in the store and ou 
Wednesday he had seeu him in the 
s ore again. He had visited the house 
and Imd seen Anschlag take some pa­ 
pers out of his pocket book and put 
them iu the stove. 
MISS LUCIA HILL 
Testified that she is Mrs. Hitchcock’s 
niece and lived about 100 roil3 from 
the Hitchcocks. On Monday evening 
she last saw the Hitchcocks anil then 
they did n t contempla e leaving. 
They bad several relatives living in 
the neighborhood whom they were 
in the habit of visiting. (Shown 
the 
burned letters and 
iden­ 
tified them as written by Mr. 
and Mrs. Hitchcock). Miss Hill 
also 
identified ilie watches and 
chains of Mr. and Mrs. Hitchcock. 
8he also testified that she had seen 
Ausctilag at church and on the (lav af­ 
ter he was arrested. 
EM1I. HAREIS 
Testified that on Sunday morning he 
visited Garden Grove. He found the 
pieces of the keg near the grave, and 
hgd found hair and blood on one of 
the staves. He h id bad a conversa­ 
tion with Anschlag in regard to the 
killing at the county jail in the pres­ 
ence of Mr. Bussell aud Mr. Metzler 
on January 28th. I lie conversation 
held with Anschlag was reduced to 
writing. Anschlag said then that he 
had admitted on the night before that 
he had committed the murder. (Wit­ 
ness here read the statement and first 
co .fession heretofore published in the 
H erald ) After this statement had ' 
been made witness went to Santa Ana 
aud found the watches in a nurse as 
designated by Ann*blag. The t unks 
had been searched before. Witness 
also identified some of the articles 
found in the trunk. The clothing was 
such as is usually worn in Germany 
by those in the higher walks of life. 
On Sunday, the 29th, another conver­ 
sation was held with Anschlag, in 
which he told Anschlag that it was 
impossible that he had killed the 
Hitchcocks in the manner first de­ 
scribed. After a good deal of talk 
Anschlag made the second confession, 
which was also publisned at the time 
in the H e ra ld . 
THEODORE METZLER 
Was sworn, and read the second con­ 
fession. 
At this point the articles and cloth­ 
ing found in the trunk were offered as 
exhibits. Tbe list was as follows: 1 
frock coat, 1 fur overcoat, boots, rub­ 
ber overs'ioes, pocket-books, note­ 
books, 1 fur rug, 1 dozen pair socks, 
German knit; 1 pair riding boots, 1 
Chinchilla overcoat, 1 knit jacket, 1 
pair riding pants, dark; 1 pair knit 
riding pants, grey; 1 woolen sack 
coat, 2 English-German dictionaries, 
1 umbrella, 1 pair heavy riding boots, 
1 heavy lined overcoat, 1 alarm clock, 
1 can b.kin*» powder, 1 set camp 
utensils, 1 night lamp, 1 pruning 
knife, 1 seal, 1 tape measure. 
u . v . TROUT 
testified that he lived at Garden 
Grove, and 
worked for Albert 
Chaffey. He knew Anschlag, and Haw 
him take his trunks to the house on 
Tuesday about noon. He talked with 
Anschlag about 8 o’clock Wednesday 
morning, in German,. Anschlag said 
he came from the northern pa- t of the 
State, where he had a farm which he 
sold • ut.^ Ho then came to Southern 
California. Witness asked him if he 
mude anything, and he sai l he bad 
not. In the afiernoon witness at ihe 
request of Mr. and Mrs. Chaffey went 
to the Hitchc ck place, and Anschlag 
said he had paid for the farm, and the 
Hitchcocks had gone to Los Angeles, 
and would retmn Friday or Saturday, 
Anschlag 
said he 
had taken 
them to Anaheim and was to m et 
th-m at Santa Ana 
He afterwards 
ntradicted himself and said he had 
taken them to Santa Ana and he 
would meet them at Anaheim. An­ 
schlag said he had paid for the place 
on Monday, but later he said lie paid 
for it Tuesday morning. 
MARSHAL INSLEY 
Testified that he firat saw Anschlag 
under arrest. Witness went to tbe | 
grave and took charge of tlie bodies 
and conveyed them to Santa Ana. lie 
found one shoe only on Mrs. Hitch- 
c ick’s feet. He looked through An­ 
schlag’s trunks at tlie Hitchcock 
house and found the leather satchel 
with $7 52 m it in pennies, nickles 
and dim*-s. He also found the over- 
j icket with blood on the wrist band. 
This had been washed as i was wet 
when found. He identified the over­ 
jacket. 
MRS. ANNA M. CHAFFEY 
Testified that she recognized the 
leather satchel as having belonged to 
Mrs. Hitchcock and as the place 
where she kept the Sunday-school 
collections. 
Marshal lnsley, recalled, testified 
that Anschlag told him at the jail 
that he had taken the money from 
Mrs. Hi'chcock. 
This closed the testimony in the 
first case, the defense declining to 
enter any evidence. Justice Austin 
then held the prisoner to answer 
without bail on this cha-ge. 
It was stipulated between the coun­ 
sel that the evidence taken in the 
first case might be considered as hav­ 
ing been taken in the second ou tbe 
cilarge of murdering Mrs. Lois E. 
Hitchcock. 
Coroner Meredith was then sworn 
and testified that he was prepent at 
the finding of the watches in the at­ 
tic of the Hitchcock house. 
This closed the testimony in the 
second case and Justice Austin held 
Anschlag to answer without bail in 
this case also. The prisoner was 
taken to th* county jail by the deputy 
sheriffs and constables. There was 
no demonstration made against him, 
although he was followed by quite a 
crowd.

Sometim es p atien ts feel as 
though th etr w hole head was in a state of rottcuuess, so great is th e am ount of m atter 
dUchargeu and so fcetid is its odor. The path n t íh greatly auudyed by the constant drop­ 
ping into the th ro at of the m orbid m atter from tb e head, a n d a s a recum bent poslii: n 
naturally favors th e How dow nw ard, his rest is frequently disturbed from th is cause. 
Mhu> sufferers are obliged to lie w ith th e bead very m uch elevated iu order to sleep with 
'Ome degree of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid aud offensive phlegm collects behind and abovo th e soft 
palate, iu the passage betw een the th ro at and head, adhering to • h e parts w ith gluish 
tenacity. Its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration aud creates a sensation of irritation an d 
uneasiness in th e effected locality, w hich gives rise to a «onstant und alm ost inesietlble 
desire to relieve th e discom fort by draw ing tbe mu< us into th e throat po as to reject it by 
the m outh. This practice, popu arly knoyrn as "haw king," is o h aractcrb tic of C atarrh, 
aud proves as em barrassing t the one affected, as it is disagreeable to those around him . 
Again, the offensive m atter liardeus and deposits itself on the m em brane in th e 
shape of dry. hard concretions, w hich are discharged by th e way of th e nostrils or th ro at 
in lum ps or fragm ents of a deep greea tin t.

Others again speak of a constant batí or uuuscoub tasto 
in th e m outh and throat. 
Tbo stom ach generally suffers m ore or less and becom es weak and irritable; th e appe­ 
tite is capricioua an d nearly always br.d iu th e m orning. The p atien t is languid, uuable 
to perform nicutal or physical labor w ith the usual facility, Is nervous, depressed in 
spirits, a t times, fearful, tim id, agitated, and inclined to drow siness and sleep; th e m em - 
" ry w eakened and pcim an en t im pairm ent seriously threatened. 
The m ucous m em brane soon becom es m orbidly sensitive to unfavorable influences, 
»nd. In spite of tb> utm ost care, becom es afl'ected from tbe slightest causes, so th at at last 
■i brent ' of w ind upon ih e lining of th e nose or th ro at becomes productive of a cold, and 
gives rise to serioue disturbances of th e t cspirat ory organs.
